The fir-t step in -olving the seed

taken at the January meeting of the 
Farm Bureau when a seed corn com­ 
mittee was appointed to work with 
the County Agent O. 8, 
William-. 
This committee, in co-oj*eration with 
the County Agent, secured two room«* 
in the basement of the court house, 
one for a germinating room and the 
other for the racks and storage room 
for corn. The old tester which had 
been u-ed the previous year was re­ 
modeled and now has a capacity of 
5,520 cars. Tables and other neces­ 
sary equipment were built. All boxes 
in which corn is placed and 
also 
trays were padded to keep 
from 
shelling any of the corn. The tester 
is run at a temperature of SO de­ 
grees and 10 “dolls” arc read Neach 
da\ except Friday, when it is neces­ 
sary to read 7(3 ‘‘dolls”. One man is 
employed full time to assist 
the 
county agent in the work and 
two 
boys are employed half Fine, except 
Saturday, when they woik full time. 
On March 1, there were 20,000 ears 
of com in the store room to be test­ 
ed. The charges are 75c per 100 ears 
to Farm Bureau niembei s and $1.09 
per 100 ears to non-members.

same seed committee in co-operation 
with the County Agent has also es­ 
tablished a seed department of tin* 
Johnson County Farm Buerau, 
the 
aim of which is to handle in a co­ 
operative way, any seed corn that its 
members have for sale. Before any 
corn is placed on the market, it is 
to te d for corn root rot and graded 
into shelled, ear corn or extra select. ;

oth tin* Farm Bureau and Johnson ■

When to Transplant 


It is ancient and common sense 
advice that the best days for trans­ 
planting are cool, cloudy one*' ami 
that it i- Ik*-i to transplant before a 
shower, a proceeding which is a mat 
ter of guesswork at best but with 
lair chances during showery April. 
The beds in the garden where tin 
plants are to i»e placed should be in 
fine tilth to receive them. The tiny 
roots from the sifted earth of the 
seed boxes and frames will not pene­ 
trate lumpy soil as quickly 
a s ii 
jthev have a fine and friable medium 
and they will not take hold as quick­ 
ly in poorly prepared -oil as in the 
bed well pulverized and fertilized. 
Set the seedlings deeper than the\ 
stood in the seed box or frame. Of­ 
ten they will have long neck- ‘roiii 
stretching towards the lit*lit.

Certified Seed Potatoes 
Attract Much Attention 


Over 300 bushels of certified seed 
potatoes have been ordered through 
the C raw ford County F arm Bureau 
this spring. Every farm er who pla nt­ 
ed certified seed potatoes in 19 23 will 
use certified seed again this spring. 
An effort will be m ade to secure the 
eo-operation of some of the growers 
in running» a fertilizer test plat, as a 
dem onstration for the whole county. 
Also a com parison will he made be­ 
tween the yield of seed potatoes th a t 
a re planted from certified seed 
in 
19 23, and certified seed that will be 
shipped in from the north and plant-, 
ed this spring. 
Practically all of the seed stores 
in Evansville an* handling certified 
seed potatoes and are urging the f a r ­ 
mers to use them in preference to the 
old seed slock. The question of seed 
potatoes lias been taken up in 
the 
various Farm Bureau meetings and 
most of them a re planning to 
buy 
certified seed cooperatively. At one 
meeting more than 200 bushels 
were 
ordered cooperatively. 
A bam piet of grocers was-held at 
Newport in Vermillion County to dis­ 
cu ss certified seed potatoes and 
a 
very interesting round table d is c us ­ 
sion indicated that good results were 
obtained. Three tow ns were repre­ 
sented by eight grocers in addition to 
a small number of Farm Bureau re p­ 
resentatives. The small num ber made 
it impossible to answ er the questions 
of all^ and all were convinced, which 
might not have been possible a t

fjNOT DEAD ISSUE 


Gray Silver of Washington Testifie 
Before Committee, Pointing Out 


Good Points 


IS LEGISLATIVELY POSSIBLE 


Truth-in-Fabric Bill is Needed to 


Protect Wool Growers And All 


Garment Dealers 


The ivnth-iu-Fabric bill is legisla- 


tively possible, according to Graj 
Silver, Washington representative oi 
Ihe American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion. Mr. Silver testified before the 
House Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee this week. He also 
liled a brief for the Wyoming Wool 
Growers' Association. His testimony 
in part was as follows: 


•'As I understand it, this commit- 


tee is to hold only short hearings on 
Hie Triith-in-Fabric bill. Since ex- 
haustive hearings have 
been held 


hereto/ore, I will not make a long 
statement, but will refer you to some 
of my previous teslimoyn—any rceeur 
statement before the Senate sub- 
committee on Infersttile Commerce, 
February 28, printed on Page 7 to 
12, inclusive, of the hearings, and my 
statement of two years ago given 
on Friday, June 3, -before this com- 
mittee and found in part one of the 
hearings, starling on Page 91. 


1 doubt if it is possible to inject a 


new thought into this threadbare con- 
troversy over a question of pure hon 
esty and the elimination of greed. 
The Inith-in-Fabric bill has remain- 
ed in Congress for more than 22 
years with Ihe consumers and far- 
mers pleading for legislation which 
would make it nwessary to mark 
•woolen goods so their true contents 
may be linown. It is such a simple 
jwjucsl, one which should lie granted 
immediately because of tlie evident 
need for protection of the public a- 
gainst manufacturers who load their 
woolen products with all the shoddy 
they will stand, hold them together 
with cotton liber and foist them upon 
Ihe public which is unable to pro- 
tect itself because it 
cannot tell, 


with 1lic ordinary facilities at hand, 
whether a woolen garment contaiX 
75 per cent of shoddy or 100 per 
cent virgin wool until it has pur- 
chased it and taken it home and 
worn it for a few weeks. 


•^Popularly the price of a garment 


is supposed to govern quality. Un- 
fortunately it does not, especially in 
the case of woolen fabrics. 
The 


temptation is too great. Human greed 
is too evident for us to permit wool- 
en goods to be sold to an unwary 
public. The woolen manufacturers' 
conscience is too close to Ms pocket- 
book and it will continue to stay 
there until a bill like the Capper- 
French Truth-iu-Fabric bill protects 
Ihe public. It is folly to argue that

INCREASES MILK 


Cow Tester Advised Use of More 


Protein in Ration Used by Ben 
Graves of Washington County 


DID NOT FEED ROUGHAGE 


His 
Ration

Ben Graves of Pekin, Washington 


County, like many other dairymen 
found that ,the absence of a legume 
roughage greatly reduces the pro- 
duction of milk during the 
winter 


season.

During December his ration con- 


sisted of home grown hay contain- 
ing very little clover and crushed 
corn and cob. His income over feed 
cost was very small for the month. 
. The cow tester, Will H. Ferguson, 
who i^ working under direction ot 
Purdue University Agriculture Ex- 
tension Department, advised the use 
of more protein in the ration and 
suggested that lie try" it on half tjit 
herd. The ration.recommended wat 
200 pounds of 
ground corn • 20C 


pounds of bran, 100 pounds of oil 
meal and '100* pounds vof'-cottons%ed 
meal, t'ocUat tbe,ja.te_Q.t.aop|^oumJ 
ia^grain-for each 3 gouiJu?ToT milE" 
produced daily. Mr. Graves finally 
dt'cided to try it for one month. Ele- 
ven cows were selected to try out 
the advice1 of the tester. These cows 
produced 5088 pounds of milk con- 
taining 239.6 pounds of fat during 
December. This production had, a 
market value of $144.51 which was 
produced at a feed cost of $62.07 
This left au income 'over feed cost 
of $82.25. The production in January 
increased to 6290 pounds of milk 
containing 321.1 pounds of fat. This 
is an increase of 24 percent in milk 
and- 34 percent in butterfat. The 
value of -the product increased $32.- 
36, an increase of 40%. The feed- 
cost increased $5.74 on the eleven 
cows for the month or only 9 per- 
cent. After paying for the additional 
feed Mr. Graves" had $2.94 per cow 
over and. above feed cost. 
The in- 


crease made during the one month 
is not all. These eleven cows are 
producing more heavily than, those 
that were not fed the grain mixture 
in January. 


Mr. Graves experience is'not ex- 


ceptional. 
The dairyman who bas 


no legume roughage must purchase 
oil meal, cottonseed meal, or soy 
bean meal to supplement his homt 
grown feeds *if satisfactory • results 
are to be obtained. 


The present prices asked for these 


feeds are preventing their use in 
manv -herds. This is a mistake, say 
Pin-due dairymen.' .Where such con- 
centrates are properly fed, they will 
return a profit. Protein is absolute- 
ly essential if the How of milk is 
to be maintained during the winter 
season. ' One third of the grain ra- 
tion should be a rich protein feed it 
shredded food, silage and timothy 
hay are the only roughages avail- 
able. Mr. Graves said the firs1 visit 
of the tester was worth $50 to him 
in his dairy work.

The advisability of substituting 


other crops in place of part of the 
tobacco acreage is suggested in a 
communeiation received Iby the Rush 
county agricultural agent from the 
agricultural experiment station

Kentucky at Lexington. 


The suggestion is made on aceoiint 


of the recent greater increase in pro- 
duction and stocks oh liand of Bur- 
ley tobacco than in consumption.

The communication 
cautioning 


against over-production of tobacco 
was sent to all county agents in tha 
Bnrley district and points out that 
the 1923 crop'represented an in- 
crease :jof 15 percent in acreage and 
18 pci'eent in yield over 1922. 


According to estimates, last year's 


Burley crop is the biggest on'reeord, 
the largest previous crop being grown 
in 1920, when 315,259,000 pound*v 
were produced. The estimates for 
flue-cured tobacco in the Carolina^ 
and Tirginia indicate that the pro- 
duction lof fthat type last year was' 
the second largest on record, bem;; 
exceeded only, by the -crop of 1920. 
•A considerable part of the flue-cured 
tobacco is used in cigarette land to- 
bacco manufacture.

How to Transplant 


Transplanting, in addition to its 


practical uses inlcnghteriing 'the sea- 
son and giving vegetables and flowers 
that could not mature in the short 
growing season ni the open ground, 
has real cultural value. Each trans- 
planting gives a thicker- and more 
sturdy root system 'to the plant. 
Plants which, left 
to themselves, 


would depend largely upon a single 
root sent straight down, are induced 
to make a' large system of branching 
foots by transplanting and this, in 
the long run, gives a more extensive 
feeding system. 


This fact is recognized in the fre- 


quent transplanting of nursery stock 
the fibrous roots developing throng! 
transplanting and enabling the nurs- 
eryinan to remove larger scrubs -and 
trees with balls of earth held by the 
mass of fibrous roots than if they 
liad been left to grow without moving 
Transplanting also gives 
a wide 


scope in the selection of good indi- 
vidual specimens and( a wider cho'cc 
in location. 


It is the chief work of the late 


April and early May gardening oper- 
ations 
when seedlings crowd the 


seed boxes and the hot'beds and 
cold frames. From a trowel full of 
seedings The sturdiest -may be select- 
ed and the rest discarded, as a 
packet of seeds with ordinary care 
usually produces a great many more 
plants than are needed or can well 
be used in the average garden.

When to Transplant 


It is 'ancient and 
common sense 


advice that the best days for trans- 
planting arc cool, cloudy ones and 
that it is l>est 'to transplant uef6fe a 
shower, a,proceeding which is a.mat 
ter of guesswork 'at best but with 
fair chances during showery April. 


The beds in :the garden where the 


plants are to be placed should; b<j in 
fine tilth to receive them. The tiny 
rppts from the sifted earth of the 
seed boxes and; frames will not pene- 
trate lumpy soil as quickly as if. 
they have a fine 'and friable medium 
and they will not take hold'as quick- 
ly in poorly prepared soil* as in the' 
bed well pulverized and fertilized. 


Set the seedling's deep'er than they 


stood in the seed box or frame. Of- 
ten, they will have long necks fjroiij 
stretching towards the light. Plan: 
them halfway to the first pair of 
leaves. In the case of cabbages and 
members' of its . family,.many gar- 
deners plant so that the seed leaves 
are just--above the,surface of the 
soil.

Only recently in this city as well as 
in the other eastern cities some con- 
scienceless individual dyed tons * of 
white salmon with-'cpld tar dye so 
that he could make'a few more dol- 
lars by selling it as "pink" salmon. 
If such shylqeks «aii operate with 
a pure food 
law in existence, I 


would lik'e to., ask you what the 
same type of individual can do to 
the public without a Truth-in-Fab- 
ric law -in existence. 


"I do not want the committee to, 


get the impression that thi legisla- 
tion is purely, for the benefit of th» 
farmers. I represent the farmers in 
this matter and that is .why - I . am 
stressing their side of the case. They 
consume fully half of the wool pro- 
duced. here in the United States and 
therefore are not only proiducers.tout 
consumers. 
They, produce virgin 


wool and were not able to -purchase 
it for they can't tell it when they 
see it on the market. All they know 


that when they, purchase goods 


loaded with shoddy that it does not 
wear and they frequently do not get 
their money's worth.

respondence.
